TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  Academical  year  will  be  divided  into  three  terms,  as  follows : 
the  Fall  Term,  from  the  first  Wednesday  in  September,  until  (this 
year)  the  20th  of  December ;  the  Winter  Term,  from  the  second  of 
January,  until  the  28th  of  March  ;  the  Spring  Term,  from  April  3d, 
until  the  1st  of  July. 

There  will  be  one  long  Vacation  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August,  and  a  short  recess  at  Christmas.

Board  may  be  obtained  in  respectable  familes,  at  from  $1  50  to 
^2  OQ  per  week,  including  fuel,  lights,  room  and  furniture.  Wash¬ 
ing  25  cents  per  week.  It  is  expected  that  the  cost  of  boarding  will^ 
be  very  materially  reduced,  so  soon  as  a  suitable  edifice,  which  the 
Trustees  have  determined  to  commence  immediately,  is  erected. 


THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

This  Institution,  established  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  Ohio  and  adjacent  States,  A.  D.,  1830,  remains  under  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  its  original  Board  of  Trustees,  and  has  undergone  no 
change  by  becoming  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University. 

The  course  of  Study  embraces  the  usual  branches  of  theological 
•  education.  Applicants  for  admission  must  produce  satisfactory  tes¬ 
timonials  of  correct  deportment  and  religious  character.  No  charge 
is  made  for  Tuition.  Instruction  is  given  through  the  medium  of 
both  the  German  and  the  English  languages. 

The  Terms  and  Vacations  are  the  same  as  in  the  other  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  University. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTICE,  &c. 

Capital  Uxiversitt  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Ohio, 
March  7th,  A.  D.,  1850.  It  had  its  origin  in  the  desire  of  the 
Trustees  and  other  friends  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Columbus 
to  give  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  and 
others  resorting  to  the  literary  department  of  that  Institution,  more 
thorough  instruction  than  they  had  hitherto  enjoyed.  For  this  pur¬ 
pose,  they  united  with  a  number  of  the  most  respectable  and  intelligent 
citizens  of  Columbus,  without  regard  to  religious  persuasion,  for  the 
organization  of  an  Institution  for  general  education.  The  impor¬ 
tance  of  such  an  Institution  at  the  Capital  of  the  great  State  of  Ohio 
was  obvious,  and  an  act  of  incorporation  for  a  University  was  readily 
obtained. 

The  Directors  of  the  Seminary  have  presented  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  four  acres  of  ground,  very  eligibly  situated,  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  city,  between  Town  and  Rich  streets,  as  a  site  for  the 
erection  of  a  Collea^e  edifice,  and  the  use  of  their  buildino'  in  East 
Town  street,  for  Recitation  Rooms,  &c. 

Rev.  William  M.  Reynolds,  formerly  of  Pennsylvania  College, 
(Gettysburg,  Pa.,)  was  appointed  President  of  the  University,  and 
Rev.  W.  F.  Lehman,  Professor  of  German  Language  and  Literature. 
The  Grammar  School  of  the  University  was  opened  for  the  reception 
of  pupils,  May  20th,  1850,  the  services  of  Rev.  A.  Essick,  A.  M., 
and  of  J.  A.  Tressler,  Esq.,  A.  M.,  having  been  secured  as  teach¬ 
ers  of  Ancient  Languages,  Mathematics,  &c. 

The  number  of  pupils  having  been  considerable  (over  60)  during 
the  Summer  Session,  it  was  deemed  advisable  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  in  the  autumn,  to  organize  regular  College  Classes  (Fresh¬ 
man  and  Sophomore,)  and  the  Faculty  of  Letters  was  also  organized 
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by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  A.  Essick,  Professor  of  Ancient  Lan- 
guages>  and  G.  A.  Tressler,  Esq.,  Professor  of  Mathematics  and 
IS’atural  Pnilosophy.  Mr.  Daniel  Worley  was,  at  the  same  time, 
appointed  Tutor. 

Measures  were  at  once  taken  for  raising  the  funds  necessary  to 
put  the  Institution  upon  a  respectable  footing,  by  the  endowment  of 
Professorships  and  the  erection  of  a  College  edifice.  For  the  former 
purpose,  over  ^12,000  00  have  already  been  subscribed,  principally 
by  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  from 
the  zeal  and  liberality  manifested  by  this  church,  so  far  as  it  has 
been  appealed  to,  no  doubt  is  entertained,  that  an  amount  sufficient 
for  the  endowment  of  two  Professorships  will  shortly  be  raised.

The  citizens  of  Columbus  have  also  subscribed  about  ^10,000  00 
for  the  erection  of  an  edifice,  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  con¬ 
tribute  the  greater  part  of  the  sum  of  ^20,000  00,  which  the 
Trustees  propose  devoting  to  this  purpose. 

At  the  late  meeting  of  the  Board,  (July  23,  1851,)  Prof.  Tres¬ 
sler  having  resigned  his  situation,  T.  G.  Wormlet,  M.  D.,  of  this 
city,  was  appointed  Professor  of  Chemistry,  Geology  and  Natural 
History;  and  Mr.  D.  Worley,  Instructor  in  Mathematics. 

Arragements  are  also  in  progress  for  the  establishment  of  a  De¬ 
partment  OF  Law.
